On J u n e I. 1902, I made my first 
missionary trip, going from Brainerd, 
Mini)., north about fifty miles. 
I shall 
never forget that first morning as I 
kissed my wife and drove out of the 
yard. 
I felt like a man without a 
country, and without a friend, cast 
adrift in a heartless world. 
Very of­ 
ten possession of a thing robs it of 
its virtue. 
For several months before 
this time I had been longing and pray­ 
ing that the Lord would open up a 
way so that I might devote all of my 
time to Christian work, but when the 
opportunity came it was with fear 
and trembling that I started out that 
first morning. 
I do not believe that 
I ever prayed so much since or be­ 
fore that Cod would direct me as I 
did on that first trip. 
I m ust have 
been pretty gamey, for I stayed out 
eleven days, conducted eight services, 
and 
organized 
five 
new 
Sunday 
schools. 
My prayer surely were a n ­ 
swered and the Lord was surely with 
me. 
As in the case of Elijah’s servant, 
the Lord opened my eyes and not only 
caused me to see the chariots of lire 
round about me, hut also gave me a 
great vision of a great field, and a 
great work. 
As the Lord 
said 
to 
Abraham as he stood alone in the 
promised land, so He said 
to f me, 
“Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou a rt northward, 
and southward, and 
eastward 
and 
westward: 
For all the land which 
thou seest. to thee will I give it.” For 
in those days I was monarch of all 
I surveyed with my eyes wide open, 
and no matter which way I -traveled 
— northward, southward, eastward or 
w estw ard—tile same golden opportun­ 
ities loomed up before me. 
The vision I caught on that first 
trip has never diminished a particle in 
all of these fifteen years of service. 
For, oh, the countless opportunities 
that our fields afford for real Chris­ 
tian work! 
Oh, how’ much, how much 
there is to do and learn, and T am 
only now beginning to know a little 
about missionary work! 
Another thing that surprised me be­ 
yond measure was how kindly the 
people iii those destitute communities 
received mc: and it was real, genuine, 
)ig-hearted kindness, no sham or shod­ 
dy. 
They didn’t just take the tips 
of your fingers when they shook hands 
with you, but they took your whole 
hand with a grip that meant business, 
and they would swing it up and down 
like a pump-handle. 
Then, heartily, 
“Well, let us unhitch; you are not go­ 
ing any farther tonight” ; and such a 
welcome made a fellow feel that they 
were really glad he had come. 
After my eyes had been opened to 
the need and the unlimited opportun­ 
ities for real Christian \service, oh. 
how I worried for fear I might be re­ 
jected as a missionary; for I was on 
trial for the first three months! 
Had 
I been rejected, I believe it would 
have broken my heart; but, somehow, 
they kept me on, and year after year 
I pursued my work, keeping my eyes 
and ears open for new’ ideas, benefit­ 
ing by every remark that fell by the 
wayside as I went in and out among 
the people with whom I had cast my 
lot; ever studying how I might hest 
serve them and gain and hold their 
confidence and respect. 
For instance, 
I was stopping at a farm er’s home one 
night and I not only helped to un­ 
hitch my horse, but I led him to the 
barn and unharnessed and rubbed him 
down, and when feeding time came I 
went out with the farmer again and 
saw just how much hay and oats he 
got for the night. 
When we got back 
into the house and had settled down 
for a chat this farmer said to me, 
“You are not much like--------- ’ who 
comes here occasionally. 
When he 
comes he throws his lines down and 
never ae es his horse till he call- for 
him again.” 
I could easily see that 
that man was losing respect because 
of 
that 
probably 
thoughtless 
act. 
Never after, in all the years of my 
service, did I let anyone do for me 
> what I ought to do, or could do, for 
myself; and I have always been ready 
to benefit by every passing hint. 
Year after year I find m y circle of 
friends growing larger. I have worm- 


who will fight for us when we are 
not there to defend ourselves 
This 
brings to mind the saying. “ I would 
be true, for there are those who trust 
me." 
It is a great mistake for us to think 
that our fields are so large that we 
can lose a friend here and there and 
still have plenty left. 
We cannot af­ 
ford to lose even one friend. 
Friends 
are what makes life worth living. 
We 
need them in our business; and our 
friends, those who believe in us, are 
the only ones we can ever hope to 
win to Christ. 
Another trap that we may easily 
fall into is, “ If I can’t make a go of 
it on this field. I can get transferred 
to another.” 
But this world is a 
mighty small place, after all, and if 
we have done anything we are as h am ­ 
ed of, changing fields, or even chang­ 
ing states won't shield us. and the 
effects of our wrong will fall with 
double force when it does come. 
Another m atter of vital consequence. 
when we are making friends for o u r­ 
selves we are making friends for the 
Society we represent, and when we 
are losing friends for ourselves we 
are losing friends for our Society. 
Are we, by our work and actions, 
wearing down the reputation of oar 
Society, or are we daily making it 
stronger and firmer? 
A loss >r her 
friends would drive our beloved So­ 
ciety to the wall quicker than any­ 
thing else. 
I heard of a new Ford car that ran 
out of gasoline, and when the gasoline 
was all gone it is said that the car 
ran ten miles farther on its reputa­ 
tion. 
It did well, hut ton miles was 
the very farthest it could go. 
And 
you and I may run ten miles on our 
Society’s reputation, bur, that would 
he the very farthest we could 
No 
amount of cranking would ever send 
us any farther. 
To report the a g ­ 
gregate of our Society’s work to our 
friends and supporters is not enough: 
that is simply riding on our Society's 
reputation. 
It is what we do and are 
that builds up the reputation of the 
Society we represent and hives both 
it and us reserve power. 
After fifteen years of service on one 
field I am just beginning to learn a 
little about real missionary work. 
It 
seems to me that I have more true 
friends today than ever before. 
Yes. 
there are faces looming up all over 
my field that I long to see once more, 
because of their true friendship and 
their loyalty to the cause of right. 
There are homes all over my field that 
my heart yearns to enter once more, 
because of their true-hearted, whole­ 
hearted loving-kindness. Yes, this fif­ 
teen years of service on this my n a ­ 
tive field seems hut a short space of 
time so sweet are the memories of 
the loving service I have been able 
to render, and the innumerable lov­ 
ing-kind nesses that have come back 
to me. 
Like Jacob when he served for 
Rachel, it has seemed to me “but a 
few days” that I have served.

Snow removal from Minnesota high­ 
ways is being lett to local co m m uni­ 
ties because maintenance funds are 
limited and the expense

work which affords greater benefits to 
the highway users. 
The statement was made this week 
by Charles M Babcock, state highway 
commissioner, 
and 
emphasizes

The commissioner’s statement follow s

routes open in win­

But I ecause of the heavy 
expense, the stron aer claims for other 
kinds of highway work, the limits on 
funds 
briefly, in consideration of tile 
greatest good for the great majority, 
the state cannot justify a snow re 
inoval campaign at this early stage of 
highway development. 
Maintenance funds would he so re 
disced that the trunk routes would be

“Interested communities must con­ 
tinue to handle the work uh in past 
years.
